SUPERINTENDENT 'S  REPORT 

The  sclioo]  year  1947-48,  which  also  concluded  our  1946-48 
riscal  bieiiiiiiim,  presented  a  number  of  adiiiiiiisti-aSve  problems. 
The  task  of  operating  a  residential  school  on  a  fixed  appro]n-ia- 
tion  established  in  1945  during  the  period  of  high  and  fluctua- 
ting prices  of  1946-48  really  limited  the  scope  of  our  program. 
To  adequately  feed  our  school  family  and  staff  our  positions 
with  efficient  and  competent  personiu'l  required  tlie  utmost 
attention  to  financial  details  and  great  patience  in  the  employ- 
ment of  personnel.  In  spite  of  all  tliis  diligence,  we  ended  up  the 
bieniiium  with  a  small  deficit..  The  fact  that  it  was  not  greater 
is  really  a  remarkable  achievement  in  administration  on  the  part 
of  every  member  of  the  staff  who  cooperated  fully  with  the 
Superintendent  in  reducing  unnecessary  expenses  to  a  minimum. 

Our  school  shared  in  two  professional  meetings  during  the 
year  which  deserve  mention  in  this  report.  Early  in  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year  a  meeting  was  sponsored  by  the  Super- 
intendent which  brought  representatives  to  Ijouisville  from  the 
following  schools  aiul  agencies:  Texas,  Missouri,  Oklahoma, 
Illinois,  Indiana,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  American  Printing 
House  for  the  Blind,  and  American  Foundation  for  the  Blind. 
This  was  the  inauguration  of  an  experimental  study-project  to 
evaluate  the  present  method  of  teaching  braille  reading  to  ])ri- 
mary  students.  This  two  day  seminar  resulted  in  the  writing 
of  a  new  course  of  study  to  be  used  in  the  eight  schools  repre- 
sented, and  the  preparation  of  new  textbook  material  in  braille 
to  carry  on  the  study.  Since  that  meeting,  schools  in  other  parts 
of  the  country  have  watched  this  program  with  great  interest. 
The  Superintendent  presented  a  report  on  the  study  at  the 
American  Association  of  Instructors  of  the  Blind  (convention 
held  at  the  Texas  School  in  xVustiu  in  June. 

At  this  same  meeting  in  Texas,  eleven  of  our  teachers  and 
staff  members  attended,  for  the  first  time  in  most  cases,  the  only 
professional  meeting  of  teachens  of  the  blind.  This  is  a  biennial 
meeting  which  provides  mucli  in-service  training  for  teachers  in 
our  field  of  special  education.  Participation  in  such  meetings  a§ 
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these  by  the  staff  will  benefit  our  students  by  inipruviug  tech- 
niques and  teaeiiinj?  methods. 

In  May  the  school  received  a  gift  of  $1,432.10  from  the 
Louisville  Lions  Club  to  equip  a  recreation  room  for  our  girls. 
This  fund  provided  our  students  with  a  beautiful  room  for  their 
leisure  time  after  school  hours  and  on  Aveek-ends.  The  equipment 
includes  a  spinet  piano,  a  Magnavox  radio-phonograph,  a  di- 
nette set,  two  large  plastic  divans  and  lounge  chairs  to  match, 
three  lamps,  five  game  tables  and  chairs,  dishes  and  silver  to 
serve  thirty-six,  a  20x30  velvet  broadloom  rug,  and  the  six  large 
windows  finished  with  colorful  drapes.  The  girls  had  the  use  of 
the  room  for  the  last  month  of  the  school  year  and  enjoyed  it 
immensely.  After  the  Commencement  Exercises  a  reception  was 
held  there  for  parents  and  friends  of  the  school.  Such  interest 
as  this  by  a  local  civic  club  is  most  wholesome  for  the  children 
and  will  enable  us  to  have  many  things  we  could  not  otherwise 
provide  for  our  students  through  our  limited  operating  budget. 
We  hope  that  w^e  can  continue  to  interest  the  public  in  our 
educational  program  for  blind  children. 

The  Superintendent  is  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Ad- 
visory Board  and  to  the  State  Board  of  Education  for  the  guid- 
ance and  advice  they  have  given  to  his  program.  The  program 
could  not  be  carried  on  likewise,  without  the  continued  assist- 
ance of  a  loyal  and  faithful  staff  to  whom  the  Superintendent 
is  indebted.

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RITPERTNTBXDENT 'S  REPORT 
OF  THE 

KENTUCKY  WORKSHOP  EOR  THE  ADULT  BLIND 

The  Kentucky  Workshop  for  the  Adult  Blind  during  the 
past  year  has  employed  thirty  blind  or  visually  handicapped 
emploj^ees  who  are  earning  a  livable  economic  wage  higher  than 
the  local  market  in  other  and  similar  industries.  Though  the 
type  of  employment  offered  in  a  manufacturing  plant  such  as 
our  shop  is  somewhat  specialized  and  skilled,  we  have  been  able 
to  employ  fifteen  new  employees  to  replace  persons  who  were 
placed  in  other  jobs  after  receiving  training  under  our  direction. 
This  is  in  keeping  with  the  jiolicy  of  using  our  program  as  a 
training  agency  for  handicapped  employees.  The  guidance  and 
teaching  necessary  to  adjust  a  newly  blinded  individual  or  a 
previously  unemployed  blind  person  can  only  be  furnished 
through,  an  understanding  work  program.  Even  the  simplest 
lu'ocedure  such  as  punching  a  time  clock  and  observing  safety 
rules  and  regulations  which  are  immediately  obvious  to  the 
sighted  worker,  must  be  taught  to  blind  workers  by  exjDerienced 
staff  personnel.  This  in  turn,  after  weeks,  months  or  years  of 
successfid  work  in  our  factory,  prepares  the  employee  for  work 
ill  other  industries.  This  part  of  our  program  ties  in  with  the 
l)lacement  work  done  by  the  State  Department  of  Vocational 
Rehabilitation  in  fui-nishing  trained  workers  to  local  businesses, 
factories  and  industries. 

Following  along  this  program  of  training,  we  have  con- 
tinued our  summer  orientation  and  training  program  in  coop- 
eration with  the  State  Department  of  Vocational  Rehabilitation. 
The  course  was  offered  for  six  weeks  during  the  months  of  July 
and  August  and  training  facilities  were  offered  to  twelve  visu- 
ally handicapped  adults.  This  is  a  work-study  program  to  pro- 
vide the  necessary  pre-employment  adjustment  required  to  make 
the  trainee  a  placement  prospect  for  Vocational  Rehabilitation. 
The  state  placement  specialist  has  been  most  successful  in  plac- 
ing more  than  half  of  these  people  in  positions  enabling  them 
to  earn  salaries  and  wages  on  a  par  with  sighted  workers  in 
similar  positions. 
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The  production  schedule  at  the  Workshop  has  continued  at 
a  high  level  and  only  slight  reduction  in  orders  has  been  evident. 
Our  broom  department  manufactured  2,580  dozen  brooms  during 
the  past  fiscal  year,  Avhile  7,910  dozen  mops  and  mop  heads  vs^ere 
furnished  to  our  jobbers  and  wholesale  distributors.  The  pro- 
duction of  broom  shipping  paper  bags  decreased  somewhat  due 
to  the  scarcity  and  high  price  of  Kraft  paper,  but  this  depart- 
ment still  furnished  271  thousand  bags  to  the  industry.  Our 
plant  is  still  one  of  the  two  or  three  sources  of  supply  for  this 
item  and  orders  come  to  us  from  every  section  of  the  country. 
Because  of  the  unusual  nature  of  these  bags,  they  are  still  manu- 
factured mostly  by  hand  operations  and  provide  good  employ- 
ment for  our  handicapped  workers. 

The  renovation  of  the  building  adjoining  the  Shop  was  com- 
pleted during  the  year,  and  the  offices  are  fully  occupied,  re- 
turning a  substantial  aniuuil  rental  to  our  revolving  fund  for  the 
use  of  this  previously  coiulennied,  unrentable  property.  The  of- 
fices are  occupied  by  a  dentist,  a  beauty  shop,  a  public  account- 
ant, a  candy  shop,  an  industrial  engineer  and  the  Junior  League 
of  Louisville. 

The  opening  of  a  branch  shop  in  another  part  of  the  state 
has  been  further  delayed  by  our  inability  to  secure  adequate 
factory  space  in  the  community  selected.  This  project  has  not 
been  given  up,  however,  and  we  hope  that  during  the  coming 
year,  w^e  will  be  able  to  furnish  services  and  employment  similar 
to  those  we  have  here  in  Louisville  to  residents  of  another  part 
of  the  State. 

We  sincerely  hope  that  the  business  connections  established 
for  our  products  during  recent  years  will  be  retained  enabling 
us  to  continue  to  employ  more  handicapped  workers  at  the  pres- 
ent high  wage  schedule  established  for  them.  This  can  only  be 
done,  of  course,  if  our  production  schedule  continues  at  the 
present  high  peak.  A  full  time  visuall}^  handicapped  salesman 
added  to  our  staff  during  the  past  year  has  helped  introduce  our 
products  to  new  dealers,  jobbers,  and  wholesalers  in  the  city. 
We  hope  w^e  can  continue  to  expand  our  territory  in  other  parts 
of  the  state  to  insure  a  full  i')r()duction  schedule  in  the  future.
